Neither scored in the first quarter, 
which ended with big gains by Fish¬ 
er, Gentile and James.

moral equilibrium, and sending it 
home pleasantly exhilarated after a 
good digestion of the evening meal. 

Millenium Morning made the audi¬ 
ence rock with laughter and caused 
even Miss Ebsen to struggle with 
conflicting emotions as she wrung 
her hands over the prostrate body 
of her lover. Mr. Moody, the Pro¬ 
fessor, and Mr. Burhans as the Ne¬ 
anderthal Man warmed to their 
parts most convincingly and adroit- 

In the first scene of the fanthsy 
which followed, Poor Madtlelena , the 
mellow voice of Mr. Sanderson, the 
lively eccentricity of facial expres¬ 
sion exhibited by Miss Mathewson, 
and Miss Pressev’s grace and charm, 
all conjured up a whimsical un-' 
reality. After the descent to earth, 
Miss Pressey acted with brilliant 
flashes of emotion, but Mr. Sander¬ 
son, by retaining his dulcet tones of 
voice in the embarrassing moment of 
ridding himself of his love, failed to 
be as convincing. Whether the fault 
of the play or the actors, the lifeless 
third scene merely afforded the oc¬ 
cupants of the Land of Fantasy op¬ 
portunity for a wooden discussion of 
the unpleasantness of life in the 
World. 

The next play, Gringoire, dragged 
to a long-foreseen conclusion in spite 
of an occasional spark from Mr. 
Mitchell. The performance lacked 
spirit and cohesion: lines were recit¬ 
ed because they were the next in or¬ 
der; actors scuttled backstage ob¬ 
viously to make way for new arriv¬ 
als; while one declaimed, the others 
stood rooted in their tracks, devoid 
of emotion, with the possible excep¬ 
tions of Mr. Schmcltzer and Mr. 
Fuller. 

Miss Steinhans increased the tem¬ 
po of the evening again by her clev¬ 
er recitation of the prologue and her 
ability to create an atmosphere of in¬ 
timacy with her audience. 

The succeeding excerpt from Ro¬ 
meo and Juliet mystified, yet charm¬ 
ed, and the final scene restored the 
impression of hilarity, vivacity, and 
whimsicality. Miss Thomas and Mr. 
Abbott gave natural and breezy in¬ 
terpretations of the leading lady and 
leading man off-stage, relieving the 
delicate sentimentality of Mrs. Kane 
(Miss McKay) and the old actor 
(Mr. Jones). 

By way of more general criticism 
one might say: first, that the make¬ 
up w’as far too heavy from the front 
tows especially on the aged,-and de- 
stroved the effectiveness; and sec¬ 
ondly, that continuous participations 
in the play by each individual was 
lacking. The plays as a whole, how¬ 
ever, gave excellent promise of what 
the Little Theatre Workshop will 
produce as the new material works 
into shape.
